th c^con ven ti onal wisdom of the social milieu and tiic existing 
stru^^j^mcnowledgc." 

'''^ÎTK^^Miîr^only be accomplished," Ticoll continued, "If Mc- 
Gill leformùîatcs Its paternalistic teacher-student relationship." 

Marvin said the Sub-Committee must push for a realistic 
definition of the nature of the university : "From there wc will be 
able to move down to concrete proposals." He suggested the use 
of briefs reflecting the opinions of all sections of the campus. 
"In this way," he said, "people won't say : '! didn't know what 
the issues were." 

He added, "the polarization of political views is very unfor- 
tunate," and students ought to avoid political Issues In matters 
like this and should not elect their representations on the basis 
of political bias. .

Wong ruled the Free Press editorial, "The End is in 
Sight", a blanket statement about yesterday's elections which 
projected "other than a neutral stand." 

The editorial made direct reference to the Students for a 
Democratic University and "by process of elimination coiuiemncd 
the policies supported by SDU," said Wong. One paragraph of 
the piece read "If you don't cast a ballot, you will be voting for 
whatever the SDU calls itself now." 

Wong pointed out. that several election candidates were con- 
nected with SDU and with demonstrations at the Administration 
mitUllii|i.lulLUl!iy/h, also discussed in the editorial.

.-V^flçÇeiul Joseph, BA 3, was found guilty of "assaulting a 
policeman" in a decjsion handed down yesterday In Mun- 
idpol Court. Richard E. Shodley, Joseph's attorney, is plan- 
ning to appeal the decision to o higher court. 

The assault of which .fnscph was tiinvictcd hul which hn 
denies, look place about 2 am December 10. Joseph wns arrested 
along with SDU chairman, Stan Gray, who was acquitted Friday. 

At his trial Joseph testified, "I never laid a hand on anyone." 

Aflcr making his decision public, Judge Uniand Langlois fined 
Jo.scph $75 and warned ihc sludent that if he were to be arrested 
during the next year he would be penalized $100 and sentenced 
to 30 days in jail. 

The evidence for botli liic prosecution and the defence was 
linard last Friday. 

In his printed slnlcmcnt, Judge I..nngl(iis offrred this ration- 
ale for his decision "In lislit of this evidence, I cannol put a.side 
Ihc positive, coherent and clear testimony of the witnesses for 
the prosecution ns Ihcy aic contrasted with the rather ambiguous 
statements of the accused, the only one who contradicts them."

Wong did not attend last 
jiight's meeting, at which Free 
Press editor David Patterson ex- 
plained that removal of the pa- 
pers prevented the publication 
of candidates' pensketches. He 
added that Wong "superseded 
his Jurisdiction «JnjiJud^ng the 
intent of the editorial",' but con- 
ceded the paper was a handbill 
in terms of Students' Council 
elections.

NEW YORK (CPS) - "Stpp-lhe-Draft Week" activities continued Wednesday with major 
demonstrations at army indud|i^^ntws here and in Philadelphia.

rested. One protest leader in 
New York said "it was a flop, a 
big nothing." 

About 3,000 protesters In New 
York were met at tlie Whitehall 
Induction Centre by about 5,000 
police officers. Protesters tried 
to block entrances to the Induct* 
Ion. centre Tuesday. A spokes* 
man for the Student '^Mobilization 
Committee, one of the antiwar 
groups^, which sponsored the de- 
monstration^, said this tactic was 
not necessary Wednesday morn- 
ing. The police formed a solid 
ring around the induction centre. 

Although the protesters did 
not stage a sit-in as they did 
Tuesday, they made plenty of 
noise. As inductees entered the

"don't go, don't go". They also 
shouted "peace now", and "hell, 
no, wc won't go," 

After the demonstration at the 
induction- centre, the ' antiwar 
protesters marched to Battery 
Park In Lower Manhattan 
for a rally. They then march- 
ed to city hall. They again found 
they were outnumbered by po- 
lice surrounding the building. 

The demonstration moved from 
city liall to the hotel where Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk was 
spealiing to a meeting of the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers. : - 

Only about 25 protesters were 
arrested Wednesday, most of 
them for blocking traffic. "We 
followed mobile tactics today. 
We were not trying to get ar- 
rested," one leader said. - 

The Philly Fling - 
In Philadelphia Wednesday, 
about 74 persons who attempted 
to block the entrance to the 
Army Induction Centre on North 



demonstration, which began at 
6:30 am, was coordinated by the 
Anti-draft Union of Philadel- 
phia, an organization directed 
primarily by students and «tu- 
dent dropouts. 

About 700 people at the Uni- 
versity of Philadelphia partici- 
pated in the protest at the in- 
duction centre. Those who at- 
tempted to block entrances to 
the building were arrested. The 
remaining protesters marched 
from the induction centre to 
police headquarters to protest 
the arrests. 

The demonstrators were un- 
successful in their effort to close 
down tlic induction centre for 
the day. 

University of Pcnn.sylvania stu- 
dents who were arrested will not 
face disciplinary action by the 
university. Acting Dean of Men 
Gerald Robinson said "we're go- 
ing to look upon this as a prlvato 
matter to the extent that the 
university will not take discipli- 
nary action against the students

He recalled that Principal H. 
Rocke' Robertson was visibly 
annoyed when informed that 
Council had requested the Ad- 
ministration to "cease and 
desist" from its prosecution of 
Fekele, Allnutt and Fournler 
and asked if the motion cons- 
tituted an ultimatum. He was

The conîmlltee^wlll-be composed of the Executive Applications 
Director, two other Council members, the Incumbent Editor-in- 
Chlcf, a nominee of the Editor-in-Chief and two professional Jour- 
nalists. 

The Journalists are themselves to be chosen by a second com- 
mittee, consisting of the Executive Applications Director, the Edi- 
tor-in-Chief and the President of the Students' Society. 

The EdItbr-in-Chlef Is then responsible for selecting the rest 
of the managing board and all appointments must be ratified by. 
Council. 

In the event that the Editor-in-Chlcf Is fired, the two Daily 
.nominees on the selection committee are chosen by the managing 
board. If the entire managing board Is fired, the two nominees 
ore chosen by the remaining Daily staff. 

This method of selection Is the substance of a motion that was 
originally presented by Michael Blau (Dentistry) on November 8 
and tabled for two weeks. 

Shortly of ter Council lifted Blau's motion from the tisblc, Michael 
'Vincbcrg (Law) proposed jtnj^amcndment that would have hod the 
Editor-ln-Chlcf elected by?camp3?^iong with the Executive of the 
Students' Society In March. Ill.s amendment was defeated 12-6.

Julian'.s collusion cliarge was 
heaved l)y committee chairman 
George Young, also dean of the 
law^chopl, who said the admi- 
nisirationt" meeting was only a 
strategy talk on how to maintain 
order. 

Madison underground paper 
editor Robert Gabriner describ- 
ed the three defendants as "very 
prombtent in campus leftist poli- 
tics and activities" and said the 
State' Legislature has been press- 
uring university president Fred 
Harrington to "make heads roll" 
in. reprisal for the October 18 
demonstration. ' 
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Back to Berlitz

It is not unfair to say that McGill, through 
its interest in educational methodology and 
reforms, set the tone for Quebec student 
priorities. The Course Guide, for example, 
has been endorsed enthusiastically by most^^ 
Quebec universities. 

To anyone who has followed UGEQ's 
development through the tenure of its three 
Presidents, it is obvious that the English have 
made a lot of headway within the union. 
Indeed, the first executive under Jacques 
Desjordins, refused to even discuss the pos- 
sibility of McGill membership in UGEQ at its 
founding. We- entered a year later and 
under the union's third President we have 
gained full acceptance.

This has been largely due to McGill's 
adoption of a mature approach, dealing 
with common needs and objectives, and 
avoiding issues of race and language. 

It would be easy to produce statistics to 
argue that Quebec should be unilingual, like 
the rest of Canada, on the ope hand, or to 
cite "inalienable rights" promoting bilin- 
gualism on the other. However, despite 
UGEQ's evolution toward a more positive 
brand of nationalism within the past three 
years it would be unrealistic to expect the 
union to become bilingual, at least in the 
short run. . 

The question of survival is still too close 
to the surface. Thus, the Québécois feels 
that if UGEQ becomes bilingual, it will be 
their burden while the English remain uni- 
lingual. 

If 'Burkart pushes the bilingual issue too 
hard he will only create bitterness and once 
again make McGill impotent in the Quebec 
j^wJent movement^ By reviving the spectre 
^fjlahguage and race McGill's external vp 
will not only fail to achieve his immediate 
objective but will also compromise severely 
McGill's posilion within the union. 

It is unfortunate that Burkart has already 
alienated himself from the union through his 
rejection of UGEQ's basic premise that the 
student is an intellectual worker. Let us hope 
he does not widen the rift by introducing 
needless complications over, secondary 
issues. ,^-

Graduate rep Burkart, who Is also External Vice-President 
of the Students' Society, said he was not ■ pleased with the 
student representation on Senate as recommended by the recent 
report of the university's Duff-Bcrdahl committee. He believes 
the number of student senators should be at least six, and not 
three as has been proposed. 

He also suggested that "all non-academie activities such as 
student housing, bursaries, health program and so on, ought to 
be reorganized under one person appointed by Council. This 
person would act as liaison between Council and the Principal." 

Robert Robinson, the fourth student on the sub-eommlttee, 
stressed the need for a redefinition of the university : "The con- 
cept of the university as a community of scholars must be modified 
to accommodate Its additional role as the tool of society." 

nohlnson also called for a greater liaison l)ctwecn the fa- 
culties "wjiicli opcrnte in their own litdo communities."
